“All countries should, as far as pos- 
sible, have access to essential foodstuffs 
and raw materials,” added the leaders 
of industry, who also believed that 
“private conversation and negotiations 
could produce immediate results. 

“Such conversations might lead 

up to a limited conference or a 

series of conferences gradually 

expanding in scope.” 

Thus—although mainly for reasons 
of self-interest—the pacifist demand 
for action to lessen the dangers of the 
present situation has been endorsed by 
an eminently “practical” body of men. 
What of the prospects of action? 

The Premier reiterated the official 
view in the House of Commons on 
Monday, emphasizing the need for 
adequate preparation. Questioned by 
Mr. Lansbury as to what preparations 
were being made, Mr. Chamberlain 
merely referred to M. van Zeeland’s 
inquiries (see page 11). 

Meanwhile the root of the raw 
material problem—the need for “real 
economic equality” referred to in a 
German statement at the Berlin con- 
ference mentioned above—is still liable 
to be obscured. Sir Henry Page Croft,

CHILDREN LEFT 
BEHIND

WHEN the Basque children arrived 
in England, we read that the 
kindly hearts of all who saw them 
were so moved that they wanted to 
make the children nearly ill with 
sweets—to show their sympathy! 
That is 
works. It is immediately roused when 
we SEE. But when people are far 
away, we forget. 


the way our sympathy 


Those few thousand Basque children 
are here, and we want to do all we can 
for them, but that does not mean that 
we must forget the many more thou- 
sands of women and children left 
behind in Spain. Those who have 
recently visited that country, or who, 
like myself, saw the tragedy of the 
civilians in all parts of Europe directly 
after the Great War, will be able to 


“see” in their hearts the suffering that 


is going on. 


“EVERYTHING IS LACKING” 
But even if we cannot see, we can 


hear. Listen to this appeal from the 


Basque country, recently received by 
the War Resisters’ International : — 


Everything is lacking here. We have 
nothing . . . we remember the existence of 
soap, yarn, oil, &c., as a delightful dream. 
Men who watch the horizon, who look 
toward infinity with the hope—so far away 
for them—of once more seeing the face of 
conscious humanity holding out its arms to 
them . . . they struggle with themselves, but 
already they doubt. .. . It is not astonishing. 
They leave home at dawn, and they retum 
in great numbers with nothing to give to 
their children or old people. A few, a very 
small minority, have secured three potatoes, 
two ears of maize, a handful of beans. 


Nevertheless we still believe in liberty, 
equality and fraternity, and we hope that 
one day these sentiments will reign over the 
whole world. We will continue to believe in 
these principles and we will work for them 
until we can salute with pride and emotion 
the new world which we already perceive in 
the future, and for which we wait. 

If, in spite of all, we die we shall live 
all the same because our memory will be an 
example of what may happen to your 
children, women, and old people if the way 
of war holds sway in the world. 

I, who know you; I, who know all that 
I may expect from you; I, who kneel to 
you—I am waiting for the effective help for 
which the people of Asturias and the Basque 
country entreat you through my voice. 

Dear friends! We appeal to you, know- 
ing you will not turn aside! 


By helping through the War Re- 
sisters’ International, your help means 
something more than mere food. It 
brings the idea of an_ international 


group of people who do not believe i in 
war, but who believe very deeply in 
human brotherhood, and are showing 
it by this help. Another point to 
remember is that the distribution is 


carried out by our own members, and 
there are no overhead charges. Goods 
are shipped to our store-house on the 
quayside at Valencia, and Professor 
José Brocca, who organizes our relief 
work in Spain, is able to obtain exemp- 
tion from Customs Duty. 


In Madrid, a committee of women 
representing many societies sees to the 
distribution of goods, and, as there are 
about 12,500 children under two years 
of age still in that city who are prac- 
tically unprovided for, the need there 
alone is far greater than we can meet. 
Other representatives work for us in 
others towns, including Almeria, Ali- 
cante, and Albacete. 


So do, please, help us to give as 
much food and clothing as you pos- 
sibly can for those poor women and 
children, still left facing the horrors in 
Spain. And don’t let us forget soap, 
for the insurgent army has recently 
bombed soap factories in Madrid, and 
all mothers will realize the misery of 
the lack of it.

The House of Lords gives 
the Government some hints on 


REFORM OF THE LEAGUE 


EBATES in the House of 
Lords are seldom reported 


D in the Press at any length, 


so I may perhaps be allowed to 
call attention to the important dis- 
cussion last week on proposals for 
the revision of the Covenant of 
the League of Nations, which was 
initiated by Lord Rennell, an ex- 
ambassador. 


He called attention to the sharp 
division of opinion which existed as to 
whether coercive measures should be 
retained in the Covenant in support 
of the system known as “collective 
security,” and to the conclusions 
reached by the dominion premiers at 
the Imperial Conference that force 
should not be used between nations 
and that differences and national needs 
should be settled rather on the lines 
of cooperative joint inquiry and con- 
ciliation. 

While he extended the range of his 
suggestions much further, this is the 
main point which I want to detach in 
giving the opinions of other speakers 
in the debate.

Dealing with sanctions, he said. 
“You cannot base a peace system 
upon a form of coercion which in 
the last resort means the use of 
war, since war lets loose evils im- 
measurably greater probably than 
the evils which it is designed to 
remedy or prevent. So that the 
coercive action of any League of 
sovereign States when a great Power 
is involved immediately brings to the 
centre of the stage the use of war.” 


Lord Cecil, an unrepentant advocate 
of collective “security,” maintained 
that the use of force was essential 
when conciliation had failed. He drew 
a gloomy picture of the approach of 
war and seemed to imply that we 
should show ourselves ever-ready to 
fight against any aggressor, and re- 
ferred to “disorderly” Powers who 
were becoming “more and more 
aggressive.” 


When I followed Lord Cecil I did 
my best to controvert some of his 
statements because I thought it deplor- 
able that so pessimistic a view should 
be expressed by one who has a com- 
manding position in this country on 
League affairs. 

Se 


THE three chief points I made 
were: 

(a) That the matter of first import- 
ance was the need to make the League 
all-inclusive. But so long as force was 
retained as an ultimate obligation on 
members of the League, those nations 
now outside the League would cer- 
tainly not come in; (b) That the im- 
practicability of unanimous and united 
action against an aggressor had been 
proved without any doubt: and (c) 
Therefore, it was unfair and mislead- 
ing to give the smaller nations the false 
impression that we and other nations 
were ready at any time to defend them 
against any act of aggression which 
might be taken against them. 

I emphasized, not for the first 
time, a point made by _ other 
speakers, namely, the need for 
machinery for the revision of 
treaties. The essence of this pro- 
posal is that the revision should be 
automatic, not suggested at a par- 
ticular moment by one nation or 
group of nations. 


That is to say, a permanent depart- 
ment of the League should inquire 
every five years (say) after the con- 
clusion of any treaty whether there is 
any claim on the part of any of the 
signatories for revision. 


If so, an appropriate body under the 
League would have the matter laid 
before it. If not, as would be the case 
with the great majority of minor 
treaties, the treaty would continue in 
force,

Lord Mansfield declared that “col 
lective security was a myth.” To insist 
on it would only mean in the long ru® 
that we should have to act as police 
men for the other members of thé 
League. 


It will be seen that, with the 
exception of Lord Cecil, all the 
speakers were emphatic in advocat- 
ing the elimination of force fro™ 
the Covenant.

SouTH AFRICAN police have 

taken a step toward “disarmament” 
which provides a lesson for the world’s 
statesmen. 

Native stabbing affrays, particularly 
in Johannesburg, are reported to have 
become so frequent that a regulation 
has been made which forbids the sale 
to natives of knives with fixed blades, 
or blades longer than 24 inches. 

A remarkable decrease in the 
number of fatal stabbing affrays is 
the result, and the former des- 
perate knife battles in the native 
quarter are reported to be dying 
out. 

But the lesson goes farther than that. 

Those to whom the knife trade 
meant good business are, it is said, 
grumbling at the slump which has 
overtaken them following the police 
order!

ARRIVAL OF CERMAN REFUCEES

HE members of the Rhén 
Bruderhof, whose plight on 
having to leave Germany was re- 
ported in PEACE NEWS on May 
1, and who found hospitality in 
Holland, have arrived in England. 


Financial aid from American and 
Dutch Mennonites and from many 
sympathizers in Holland and Eng- 
land will enable them to found a 
new bruderhof in this country near 
the one already established by a 
similar group at Ashton Keynes, 
Wiltshire. 


Their next move will be to provide 
a home for the school-children and 
their teachers who went to Liechten- 
stein when compulsory military drill 
was introduced for all school-children 
in Germany.

These homes are modern in 
every way and use electricity exten- 
stvely for their comforts. 


Orchards and fruit trees surround 
the colony and in the centre stands the 
three-storied village hall with two class- 
rooms, a meeting-place for 500 people, 
a gymnasium, and other community 
requirements. The school is housed in 
this building. 

All the members of the community 
have their share in the direction of 
affairs, for which there are seven 
chief committees comprising 140 
members. 


The chief committee is that dealing 
with education, which also manages 
the library, arranges lecture courses, 
and gives systematic instruction in co- 
Operatives, hygiene, gardening, and 
similar matters of importance. 


UNPAID SERVICE 


Other committees deal with health, 
business, plants and__ structures, 
finances, social life, and law and order. 
Committee members are not paid. 
They work gladly in a spirit of pride 
and community welfare. 

The community has a method of 
systematic savings and various funds 
provide for a choir, an orchestra, 
public festivals, children’s excursions, 
and similar matters. A community 
newspaper is also published—No- 
frontier News Service. 


ANTI-CHRIST ? 


Choice Before the

OTHE Church is either anti-war 
or anti-Christ.

O discuss an article appearing in 

the same issue of a paper is, I 
know, a doubtful policy that savours 
of undercutting; but I want to break 
the rule for once because I think Mr. 
Murry’s commentary on page 7 raises 
questions of the first importance to 
pacifists, and I should like to focus 
attention upon it. Pacifists who desire 
a reasonable ground for the faith that 
is in them—those who decline to let 
their pacifism be a cloak for self- 
complaisance will, I believe, find in 
Mr. Murry’s contribution matter to lay 
upon the anvils of group discussion 
which they can hammer out in what 
Blake describes as “the fierce conten- 
tions of friendship.” 

* + * ” 

Let me say then that in opposing the 
Law of international order to belief in 
complete unilateral disarmament, I 
think Mr. Murry has been tempted to 
give rein to his own power of logical 
argument to the neglect of a realistic 
study of process. He speaks of the 
“deliberate abandonment” of Law, ex- 
ternally and internally. Now the 
important saying of Christ that has 
relevance to this matter was _ his 
declaration that he came not to 
destroy the Law but to fulfil it. This, 
I take it, does not mean that he 
acknowledged two separate and dis- 
tinct orders: the order of Law, and 
the order of Grace; but that he knew 
the rule of Law is an insufficient rule 
for the total nature of man. What the 
bearer of Grace and Truth brought 
into the world was an understanding 
of the insufficiency of Law and a reve- 
lation of the truth that it could only 
be fulfilled by Love. He did not, in 
fact, contrast the Law with Grace and 
Truth, but showed that apart from 
Love the Law always failed through 
inadequacy. 

+ * * + 

And that—to be quite up to date— 
is what the pacifist feels about attempts 
to establish the recognition of inter- 
national law. Mr. Murry feels it him- 
self. Asa matter of fact, international 
law has never had any real and 
effective existence; so that I rather 
think it is misleading to speak as if the 
nations had abandoned something real 
and enduring for a state of self-willed 
anarchy. But the more important 
point is that man has reached a point 
in time when the institution of inter- 
national law must be inadequate to his 
immediate need, for the simple reason 
that his law-breaking power is now in 
excess of any conceivable law-enforc- 
ing power. The strange truth is that 
the nations cannot have the organiza- 
tion of Law between them because 
they have actually grown into a living 
unity which will no more admit the 
adequacy of Law for its governance 
than a human family will admit it. 
You cannot make peace in a family 
by organizing it. Because the family 
is a living unit, the attempt to put it 
under the governance of Law is the 
attempt to disrupt it. Similarly, the 
attempt to provide safeguards for 
peace by international law today is 
really an attempt to put the clock back

“The hope of the world,” he con- 
tinued, “lies in the practical appli- 
cation of Christianity. Our present 
job is to obtain such an increase in 
our pacifist ranks that it will be 
difficult for any government not to 
take a pacifist course of action.” 


NEWSPAPER’S COMMENT 


The feature in the case that stood 
out most prominently, commented the 
Northampton Chronicle and Echo in 
an editorial article, was that the 
word “conscience” should crop up at 
all in connexion with the payment of 
income tax. 


“Perhaps the authorities found it 
refreshing,” suggested the news- 
paper, for “their difficulties chiefly 
arise not by the production of a 
conscience, but by the complete 
absence of it on the part of respect- 
able citizens who have no scruples 
at eluding their obligations if they 
see an opportunity.” 


Part of the prosperity of the in- 
dividual domestic market is the result 
of vast and ever-growing expenditure 
on armaments.

THE FEVER OF EUROPE 


HEN sickness enters the home, when the 

patient's temperature rises and fever 
begins to rage, panic is apt to seize upon the 
household: how to allay the fever becomes 
everybody’s concern and the house is filled 
with panic-stricken advice. But when the 
doctor calls he does not listen to panic. His 
business is calmly to observe the symptoms, 
diagnose the cause of the fever and to act 
according to knowledge in the belief that the 
right corrective will assist nature to reassert 
herself. The doctor who suffers from panic is 
unfit for his profession. 

And the pacifist who shows signs of panic 
when the fever of European sickness begins to 
rage is equally unfit for his profession. He is a 
person who has forgotten the first rule of social 
medicine, which is to keep calm when other 
people are excited and to think hard when 
other people are losing their wits. 

What we are now witnessing in Europe are 
the effects of our own indifference to illnesses 
that have been neglected for nearly twenty 
years. The internal condition of Italy before 
the Fascist march on Rome was matter of little 
or no concern to the Powers behind the Peace 
Treaty. The effects of the blockade, the ruin 
of German currency, the predicaments of 
Stresemann and Briining—although caused by 
the insane demands of British and French 
reparationists—were of little concern to the 
people of this country. These fevers were then 
local and, according to our terrible unwisdom, 
no affair of ours. Were we our brother’s 
keeper? So they were neglected and let rage if 
they would. They have raged to some purpose; 
for now the fever spreads over the whole body 
of Europe. Signs of panic appear. 

Yet we are still loth to diagnose the cause of 
the present trouble. The herd-mind does not 
want to know how things came to be what they 
are: it merely wants national security and isola- 
tion from trouble. So its remedy for the 
maladies that have grown so ugly is rearma- 
ment and air raid precautions. “What else can 
we do?” it says. 

The answer is plain. Anything conceivable 
that will promote the sense of international 
equity in the minds of the Italian and German 
people. Anything which will show signs of 
repentance for our wanton indifference to their 
condition when they became Fascist in fierce 
desperation. 

Disease neglected becomes horrible and dan- 
gerous. The patient’s condition is now serious; 
but the only remedy is to treat the condition 
and not its effects. Rearmament is absolutely 
no remedy at all; for modern war is merely the 
delirium of the fever which, if allowed to rage, 
may kill but cannot cure the patient. 


HE Peace Pledge consists of the words: “I 
renounce war, and 1 will never support or 
sanction another”; that is to say the Peace 

Pledge Union stands for complete pacifism, the point 
of view which holds that nothing can possibly be 
made better by another war; and that it therefore 
becomes an individual duty on the part of men to 
refuse to fight and of women to sanction or assist the 
war machine in any way. 

The idea of the Pledge is to register the number of 
persons holding this view and to strengthen the indi- 
vidual’s resistance against war panic in the event of a 
war being declared. The purpose of the Union is to 
band all these pledged individuals together and thus 
make them strong enough, ultimately, to prevent any 
Government from declaring a war. Thus the Union 
contrives as far as possible to unite people of differing 
religious, political, or social views on the one point of 
refusal to fight or take part in war. It is therefore an 
ideal for the idealists, and a practical policy for the 
practical man. The Christian pacifist, who thinks that 
to fight is incompatible with the mind of Christ, joins 
hands with the rationalist who, like Bertrand Russell, 
realizes that wars can only defeat, and never achieve, 
the ends for which they are fought, x 

A friend said to me the other day: “But IF rearma- 
ment could prevent a war, would you still refuse to 
accept it as being violent in intention, and therefore 
not morally justified?” My answer was that the IF 
cannot be accepted. Rearmament makes war; it can- 
not possibly stop it. Brandishing guns at people only 
makes them run away and either plot secretly how to 
get even bigger guns, or else to live in a state of 
perpetual fear, breeding hostility. Therefore pacifism 
has to go one step further than the mere abolishment 
of arms and armaments. For if the British Empire 
were to disarm what would happen to the British 
Empire? As a world monopoly by one state of most 
of the world’s wealth it would cease to exist. War 
ceases when men refuse to fight, and men refuse to 
fight when they realize that the conception of peace 
involves universal justice, and justice involves demo- 
cracy—not the democracy of universal suffrage with 
no power behind it, but the democracy of a free asso- 
ciation—and democracy involves the sacrifice of much 
of the comfort and power that the existence of the 
British Empire affords in a tremendous degree to a 
few, and in a lesser degree to all, members of that 
Empire. It is, in point of fact, impossible for any 
man or any nation to live and act in isolation, so that 
in a sense our association with the rest of the world 
is compulsory; but voluntary acceptance of that 
inevitable association by all the nations and political 
parties in the world would pave the way for an in- 
telligent and courteous rearrangement of the world’s 
resources and the world's burdens, instead of the 
present system of grab and run, in which the English 
are persisting quite as much as the more recently and 
more obviously aggressive countries. 

It is important to stress this point because it is a 
cardinal point of pacifism to seek for the cause of 
any trouble first in oneself, whether individually or 
nationally. No trouble among people is due entirely 
to one side or the other; but no trouble will be dis- 
solved until each side is more conscious of its own 
failing than of the other fellow’s. 

The revolution that is necessary is obviously 
personal as well as political—and the keynote of that 
revolution will be Integrity. What the Peace Pledge 
Union wants to do is to prove to as many people as 
possible that like produces like: integrity produces 
integrity, just as mucheas a war produces a war, trust 
produces trust, and hate hate. It is not an empty or 
vague idealism that accepts pacifism; it is a scientific 
examination of how things work, and then, after that, 
the application of all the intelligence and all the 
strength and all the generosity that are possible, to 
make it work. 

War as an instrument of national policy has been 
discredited verbally ever since the formation of the 
League of Nations after the Great War; but “Home 
Defence,” and defence of the British Empire, or 
France, or Russia, etc., are all part of -war as an 
instrument of national policy; and until national 
ownership of armies is utterly abolished national 
armies will continue to be instruments for enforcing 
national policies—however much lip-service is paid 
meanwhile to the idea of the League of Nations.

"THE value of this book lies in the 
‘ * fact that therein the author 
describes very accurately and without 
bias, the technique of aerial assault, 
and the weapons which will be em- 
ployed by an aggressor in the next war, 
which he appears to think is inevitable 
in the near future.

"THEY enjoy a greater measure of 
freedom on the air in New 
Zealand than we do in this country, 
if certain talks broadcast by a Mr. Rod 
Talbot are typical of the sort of thing 
permitted in that Dominion. 


A machine gunner in the last war, 
this man was wounded at Gallipoli. 
His heroism was acclaimed at the time, 
but now that he has attacked the New 
Zealand Defence League, an organiza- 
tion working for increased armaments, 
Rod has been accused of cowardice 
and lack of patriotism. 


This was his broadcast reply: 


“I gave evidence of my patriotism 
during the last war, but I can’t boast 
of my courage. I was scared stiff 
all the time. . .. I got the impression 
that each bullet or shell that came 
over had a personal message for me, 
and under such circumstances one 
can't be comfortable; at least, I 
couldn't.” 


I don't suppose this frank New 
Zealander was the only soldier who 
was “scared stiff” but, of course, it 18 
bad form for an Englishman to admit 
that he ever feels afraid. 


NO ILLUSIONS LEFT 


Talbot has no illusions left about 
the “just and righteous cause” of the 
world war. On one occasion he said: 


“I know now that I was not fighting 
any enemy in a grand cause. .. 
They were poor fools like myself who 
had been sold the idea that they were 
saving their country and fighting a war 
to end war. Actually both sides 
were active salesmen in a grea 
sales campaign—for the armament 
manufacturers.”

War always Means 


CULTURAL DECLINE 


By GEORGE NICHOLSON 


LL wars lead to cultural retrogres- 
sion, the perversion and malver- 
sation of music, literature, and art. 
The psychological reaction of war is 
clearly portrayed in the cultural move- 
ment. 

If we are bored and “fed up” with 
the work of the modern artisan we 
should not blame him but attack war 
even more strongly as being not only 
destructive in the material sense but 
in the spiritual too. 

Wars result in economic in- 
stability, and it is economics 
which decide the progress or 
degeneracy of art. 

When the purchasing power is 
reduced to its minimum we are com- 
pelled to spend more sparingly, and 
the dominant factor in our spending 
is to provide first of all food, clothes, 
and shelter.

Who can appreciate music 
when he is surrounded with poverty, 
insecurity, and strife? Be sociable? 
Who can be sociable when he is not 
properly fed, clothed, and sheltered? 
And so on. 


PEACE ESSENTIAL 


Cultural development, art, music, 
and poetry, sociability, human happi- 
ness, and harmony can only be gained 
when man is economically secure and 
living in peace. 

Harmony alone can bring clarity 
of thought, perception of beauty, and 
creative instinct, and war is the very 
negation of all that is harmonious. 
Of culture, Matthew Arnold once 

remarked that it was “. .. a view in 
which all the love of our neighbour, 
the impulses toward action, help, and 
beneficence, the desire for removing 
human error, clearing human con- 
fusion, and diminishing human misery, 
the noble aspiration to leave the world 
better and happier than we found it— 
motives eminently such as are called 
social—come in as part of the grounds 
of culture, and the main and pre- 
eminent part.”

Pacifism is a 


CHALLENGE 


ONE by one the Christian 
churches are lining up against 
pacifism. 


In February the Bishop of London, 
speaking at the Church Assembly, 
declared that “the real danger to the 
peace of the world today is the paci- 
fists.” At Leicester, recently, the 
National Free Church Council rejected 
a pacifist resolution and, still later, a 
special committee set up by the Baptist 
Union to define the denomination’'s 
attitude to war, placed on record its 
“deprecation of the practice of signing 
anti-militarist pledges.” 


There is no need for pacifists 
to feel despondent at these hap- 
penings; on the contrary, curious 
as the statement may seem, it is 
a moment for rejoicing. 


Organized religion recognizes that 
the pacifist movement is rapidly gain- 


as a moral and spiritual force, demand- 
ing abandonment of old standards and 
sham shibboleths and the substitution 
of a new and virile creed which shall 
transform individuals and nations, 
replacing fear, hatred, and mistrust by 
confidence, love, and understanding.

ACIFISM is knocking loudly 
and insistently at the door of 
the Church. 


Its voice

deaneries, and episcopal palaces, 
troubling the traditional calm and

And the Church sees in this thing 
called pacifism a challenge which pene- 
trates its very soul—a_ challenge 
demanding the abandonment of its old 
ideals and allegiances, its dreamy ease, 


JOHN RUSKIN wrote some astound- 

ing nonsense about the soldier. 
Perhaps the most notorious instance 
is the opening sentence of a famous 
passage from The Roots of Honour 
(Unto This Last). 


It has struck me that, with the 
substitution of a few words, the 
whole passage might be adopted as 
his objective by the non-violent 
resister. Here is the quotation with 
the suggested alterations in brackets : — 


“For the soldier's (pacifist’s) trade, 
verily and essentially, is not slaying but 
being slain. This, without well know- 
ing its meaning, the world honours it 
for. 


“A bravo's trade is slaying: but

In the old days organized religion 
when stricken with fear has taken 
refuge in tyranny. 


It crucified Christ because his 
Strength exposed its weakness, it burnt 
the English translation of the Bible 
because the spread of truth would 
expose its error, and today it depre- 
cates pacifism because its rallying 
power threatens its leadership. But 
Christ triumphed over the cross, 
the Bible over the fire and pacifist 
truth will transcend Church Assem- 
blies, Free Church Councils, and 
Baptist Unions. 


OPPOSITION and persecution 

have always served to streng- 
then the arm and quicken the 
spirit of those who work and 
struggle for the triumph of the 
truth. 


If pacifism means anything to those 
who have embraced it, the interests in 
Church and State which are ranging 
themselves against it will act as an tn- 
centive to keep the torch burning 
brightly, to spread its light throughout 
the length and breadth of this and 
every land.

All that is needed is determination 
and a steadfast courage, the will to 
endure until a war-weary and disillu- 
sioned world sees in pacifism the truth 
that shall make it free.

U.S.A. Wants 
to Cooperate 


HE “disposition of the United 
States” (in the framework of 
“traditional American policy”) “to 


cooperate in the joint work of rebuild- 
ing international trade, continuing co- 
operation in monetary matters, and 
seeking arrangements whereby the 
burdens and dangers of overwhelming 
armaments might be reduced, or the 
method of their employment safe- 
guarded,” was referred to in a joint 
statement issued by President Roose- 
velt and the Belgian Premier, M. van 
Zeeland, in Washington last week. 

The Belgo-American Trade Agree- 
ment was quoted as an example of 
what could be done where fear, 
hostility and aggressive intention were 
absent. 


PALESTINE PARTITION 
PLANS 


Partition of Palestine into three 
sections—an independent Jewish State 
and an independent Arab State, the 
remainder being under British Man- 
date—were reported early this week 
to be the recommendations of the 
Royal Commission, whose proposals 
were to be published on Thursday. 

It was expected that in due course 
the Jewish Government would seek to 
enter the British Empire as a dominion. 

Certain vital railway links would 
apparently be under permanent 
British mandate, which would also 
include a “corridor” covering the 
Jerusalem-Jaffa road and railway. 
Immigration into Jewish Palestine 


would be under Jewish control.

Council of Disabled ex-Service 
Men's Associations show that there 
are 423,000 disabled pensioners in the 
United Kingdom. 


Nearly 2,000 are totally blind, and 
35,000 have lost limbs, while 65,000 
men are assessed at more than seventy 
percent disability and receive between 
£1 8s. and £2 per week. 


It is estimated that only 30,381 out 
of the 74,100 unemployed disabled 
receive benefit.

Machin) having, at a recent meeting, 
said they had appealed to their mem- 
bers to get their young men to join the 
Territorial Army, added:
